WATER STORAGE. 


Old Trapper Points Out its 
Advantages a Quarter of a 
Century Ago. 


The following, which was un- 
doubtedly related by T. D. Parkin- 
son, of the Nevada Land and Cattle 
Company; is printed in the San 
Francisco Bulletin : 

Now that the question of water 
storage and irrigation is attracting 
attention on all sides, the following 
account of the cause which led to 
the starting of one of the most im 
portant schemes on this coast will 
be read with interest, The gentle- 
man who related the incident is 
now in the city and vouches for its 
truthfulness. 
which he speaks he has successfully 
carried out the plans which then 
seemed to him but the visions of a 
weak-minded old man. He had 
been describing a great dam that 
he had built for the storage of wa- 
ter for irrigating purposes and was 
asked how he came to turn his at- 
tention to that in such an out-of- 
the-way place and at a time when 
no one else seemed to have thought 
ofsuch athing. He replied as fol- 
lows : 

It was brought about in rather 
a peculiar way, and though not 
much given to romance and senti- 
ment, I can certainly attribute the 
result of our works and the efforts 
of many years of my life to an in- 
cident that happened which I will 
relate. 

“Away back in 1862, when the 
mining craze was upon us, when

hidden treasures and agriculture 
was at a discount on the west side 
of the Rockies, my duties as County 
Surveyor called me to a section of 
country, near my present home, 
which at that time was occupied 
only by hostile Indians. One even- 
Ing, after having finished the work 
of the day and while our party

favorable. It is in the neighbor- 
hood of the North Carson mine, 
which has never yielded much min- 
eral, though the shafts and drifts 
are said to have showr the existence 
of a well-defined ledge. It would 
probably be just as well to wait for 
further particulars before buying 
stock in the ‘Lily Consolidated,’ or 
the ‘Segregated Jersey,’ or the 
‘Prinee of Wales,’ or anything of 
that kind. The story itself bears 
the trademark of a local jester, 
whose imagination sometimes leads 
him tothe vergeof hyperbole. His

“What about the minesof Ne- 
vada, anyhow? Are tbey all 
played out? 

“T should say not. They are pro- 
ducing right along, though to be 
sure the output of bullion is not so 
great as in years gone by, yet the 
amount returned for taxation last 
year wus $7,000,000. This is the 
amount reported to the county 
assessors, you must remember. It 
is safe to say it dovsn’t represent 
more than half the real product of 
the mines. In the first place the 
revenue laws are not so strictly en- 
forced as lu some of the older com- 
munities, and besides, you know 
that every man thinks he has a 
right to give in his property for 


less than its real value. New mines 
are being discovered right along, 
and I look to see some bigger 
bonanzas developed than the Bel- 
eher, Crown Point or the Consol- 
idated and Virginia. The country 
bas not been half prospected, and 
there are plenty of fortunes waiting 
to be turned up.“ 

How is the state’s financial con- 
dition?”’ 2 

„Ah, that’s where Nevada is 
strong. She doesn’towe a dollar to 
any outside creditor and has plenty 
of money in the treasury. I re- 
ceived a copy of state Controller 
Haliock’s annual report to-day. 
Here it is. Just take a look at it 
and see if you don’t think it makes 
pretty good showing. First notice 
that there are outstandiug warrants 
amouuting to over $4,000 and the 
$20 gold pieces lying iu the vault to 
pay them. If the state’s credit wa- 
uot as good as old wheat in the mii] 
you may depend upon it the credi- 


tors would be hustling for their 


coin. The state scavol funds, mostly 
invested iu United States bonds and 
Nevada State bonds, amount to 
over $1,250,000. The revenue re- 
ceipts during 1887 were greater than 
they bave been for five years, and 
the state’s income is greater than 
her expense account by about $17,- 
000 a year.

“Yes. The state owes to its own 
school fund $182,077.56, as you will 
see here by tae Controller’s figures. 
To meet this, there isin the treas- 
ury applicable to this purpose, the 
sum of $199,309.57, or $17,235.01 
more than is needed to pay all de- 
mands, The old territorial indebt- 
edness of $380,000, which was as- 
sumed by the stite, has been funded 
in the shape of a so-called Irre- 
deemable state School Bond. This 
is one of the finsncial agencies 
adopted by the state for insuring a 
perpetual investment for a large 
portion of the state school fund,and 
by tl. is means a great deal of ex-

probably owing to the mildness of 
the climate, and a green forage all 
the year round, if needed—that 
keeps a colt growing right along. 
These are, no doubt, good reasons, 
but possibly they do not embrace 
allofthem, Has it ever been suf- 
ficiently considered whether the 
feeding of lucerne, green and dry, 
may not have something to do 
with the rapid growth and size at- 
tained at an early age? We know 
there are no better pastures in the 
world for putting on fat and flesh 
than those of Kentucky, where 
blue grass abounds, supported by 
timothy and clover, white and red; 
and we know, too, that in spite of 
thesc advautages Kentucky-bred 
stock is losing in size and weight 


every year—howeyer it may gain 


in quality. And the same is, to a 
certain extent, true of the blue 
grass, timothy and clover pastures 
of the entire blue grase region west 
of the Alleghanies and north of 
the Ohio river. In view of these 
several facts will it not be worth 
while to try experiments with al- 
falfa, and learn by actual trial 
whether it may not do for eastern 
stock what it has done for that of 
the Pacific slope—giving it the lead 
in fast and fine horses with other 
kinds of stock to be heard from 
later on?

Figures About Farm Animals. 
We have not yet received the 
annual statistical report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture respecting 
the numbers of farm animals in the 
United States; but Associated 
Press dispatches give what pur- 
ports to be a summary of totals. 
From this we learn, says the Na- 
tional Stockman, that there is a 
reported increase in horses, mules 
and cattle, and a decrease in sheep 
and swine, The largest rate of in- 
crease is in horses, five per cent., 
and it is general throughout the 
country, though largest west of the 
Mississippi. The aggregate exceeds 
13,000,000. The increase in mules 
averages 3 1-2 per cent. The in- 
crease in cattle is 2 1-2. It makes 
the aggregate over 49,000,000. The 
increase is nearly as large in milch 
cows as in other cattle. In sheep 
the decline appears to be between 
two and three per cent., the aggre- 
gate of flocks being nearly 43,500,- 
000. There is a smaller decline in 
the number of swine, less than one 
per cent., leaving the aggregate 
over 44,000,000. The aggregate 
value of all farm animals is $8,000,- 
000 more than a year ago. The 
increase in cattle is something of a 
surprise, but we refrain from com- 
ment until the report itself shall 
have been received and its details 
examined,
